THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

‘The deep-rooted distrast with which think- 
ing men of all classes have bsen brought 
to rogard the financa of ths London County 
Council will not be lessened by the recent 
debate in the Honse of Lords. It has been the 
nenal costom to treat the Bill, by which that 
body receives annually its borrowing powers, 
a8 s private measure, and to allow it to pass 
andebated throagh all its stages. This year 
it-occarred to Lord Camperdown that a Bill 
which placed £19,000,000 at the disposal of 
tha councillors in Spring gardeps deserved 
st least come words of explanation from Lord 
Welby, the chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee. The London County Counoil is very 
remarkably situated in all matters regarding 
expenditure ; it is under the supervision cf 
no department of Government, and thoogh 
its annoal estimates are reqaired to be “con- 
sidered and approved” by its Pinance Com- 
mittee, this requirement” is habitually dis- 
regarded. Warnings and remonstrances by 
the eminent specialists who serve on the 
committee are laughed at and set aside 
whenever they point to economy, and the 
prevence of men like the late Lord Lia- 
geo, like Lord Welby, like Sir Francis 
Mowatt, at the Council board has ceased to 
be any guarantee of the reasonableness or 
security of the Council's Last 
year an ex-chairman of the Council declared, 
with dae sense of his responsibility, that its 
commitments were appalling, and that he 
looked apon the fature with ths gravest ap- 
prehensions. Byen since then matters have 
gone from bad to worse, The costly failare 
of the river steamboat torvice is no longer a 
matter of dispate; the enormous expanditare 
on tramways is becoming rapidly jeopardised 
by the development of the motor omnibas ; 
the Blectric Sepply Bill threatens sn im- 
measorable vista of extravagance in the near 
fatare ; the Cyanoil is about to embark opon 
the erection of a costly Hotel de Ville, which 
is ostentatiously intended as » rival for the 
Houses of Parliament; its fiaance is still juggled 
in a way which read almost hopeless to 
distinguish between loss and gain; and the 
coat of ita boilding operations is still systema- 
tically and grossly under-estimsted. 

‘Tho ‘spokesmen of the Council in the Upper 
Honse searcely attempted to deny these alle- 
gations ; nor could they refase to admit that 
he oredit of the richest city in the world 
bas sunk in the money market below that of 

iret and Manchester, All that Lord 
Monkswell could do was to point to the fact 
that the ratepayers had steadily maintained 
the dominant faction in power. Unfortanataly, 
it is too trae. The criminal apathy of the 
Unionist voter has saddled the London rate- 
payer with the Old Man of the Sea, 

which it seems that be can never shake bim- 
self loore. And neither age nor responsibility 
have taught moderation or wisdom to the

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TURKISH MUTINY. 


FIVE BATTALIONS REBEL. 


“GENERAL SHOY. 


(Gazetto's Special Service, ) 
Loxpow, Monday, Joly 16. 

Five battalions of ‘Turkish reservists have 
watinied st Hodeida. Over 320 were killed or 
wonuded in'attempting to suppresa the mati- 
ny. A Tarkish general has been condsmued by 
s court-martial aud shot for provoking the 
revolt. 

‘The “Times” has recoived the following 
trom the Imperial.Ottoman Embassy :— 

“A telegram from Aden, published by some 
London papera on the 2nd inst, stated that 16 
battalions of ‘Turkish resorves matinied in 
Yemen and set out for Sana, demanding to be 
sent home; that the commander-in-shiof 
ordered the forts to open fira on the mutiveera, 
who surrendered after hundreds of them 
had been killed; that a cartain rebellious 
Imam's forces ware advancing, and. that s 
battle was reported with heavy losses on both 
sides. 

“The Imperial Ottoman Embassy is author- 
izad to doclaro that there is no foundation 
whatever for any of the above statements.” 


ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 


NATIVE PRESS OPINION. 


After giving several reasons for believing 
thst there is no religious fanaticigm in Bgypt, 
“Al-Zaber” writes: What fate is in store for 
us? That is the question over which the public 
are now brooding. Some people seem to be of 
the opinion that the Anglo French Agreement 
bas given “new” colour to the Egyptian 
question, and made many O:tomans and 
| Egyptians imagine that Bugland is getting a 
firmer hold in Egypt, and that this fact will 
lead to the conclusion of an agreement between 
Tarkey and Great Britain, whereby the former 
Power might assent tothe administration of 
Egypt by the latter; preserving for herself 
the eacred right cf suzoraiuty over this 
country, which should coatinue to pay her 
the onal tribute, as is the case in Cypras 
ander the control of England; and that 
Egypt will, at last, be in a position to 
obtsin an administrative independence. But 
wo ara of another opinion. Egypt, which lies — 
as an isthmas—between Constantinople and 
Mecca, enables the power that gets a firm 
hold of it to spread its inflaence not only 
over Afrios bat alao over Asix. The Ottoman 
Goveroment is aware that the Mobamedan 
world sympatbisos with it not only because 
it isa Moslem Government, but because of the 
religions prestige cf the Caliph and guardian of 
the Imsmata, the defender of the two holy 
shrines of Mecca, the two Kiblahs, Torkey is 
aware that the European governments hive 
surrendered themselves to a policy of anlimited 
ambition: so that if one foreign power pos- 
zesses Egypt, the neighbouriog coantries— 
Syria, Bl Irak, Yemen and the Hodjez will be 
exposed to great danger. The-efore, it will be 
impossible for Tarkey to agree to surrender 
the administration of Egypt to England. 
Good jndges are of opinion that England will 
not create a serions change in the general 
policy of the world on account of Bgypt. It 
will be not benefit her to declare a protectorate 
over Ezypt. Such a desl will, on the 
one hand, show that the British Government 
has broken its promises, and perbapa set forces 
in motion that msy lead to unpleasant results, 
and, on the other band, will prodace no new 
benefit to Bogland. The imaginary protecto 
rate can nover adiioflusnca and strength to 
the absolute authority which the English 
practise nowadays in Egypt, bat will cost them 
dearly in trouble and expense. Consequently, 
neither Bogland nor Torksy nor Egypt can 
benefit by the alteration of the present state 
of the latter country ; and it we consider that 
a state will never lead an absolutely mono- 
tonous and onchanging existence adinfinitam, 
that the temporary occopation of Egypt will 
lead to no danger to 'Tork+y, and that no 
agresment concluded between governments 
can ba regarded as permanent, and that, 
after all, the general ignorance now prevailing 
in the Orient wi'l some day vanish and be 
replaced by enlightenment—if we consider all 
these f.cts, wo mast perforce conclade that 
the day will come when Egypt will be released 
from ita political restraints and restored to 
'Parkey, its first controller ; and when England 
will oblige the Egyptians by withdrawing the 
oceapation from this country. 


AMERICA AND THE PORTE. 

Mr. Jay, Secretary cf the United States 
Legation at Constantir ople, last woek present- 
ed to Tewfik Pasha, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, a Note announcing that Prosident 
Roosevelt and Congress bad decided to raise 
the Legation to ths status of an Embassy, 
and that as soon s3 Mr. Leishman received 
his credentials as Ambassador he would 
caase to fill the office of Miuister of the United 
States, ‘The Note concludes by expressing 
the hope that the decision of the American 
Goverament will bs regarded as a new proof 
of the friendly relations existing betwoon the 
two countries and of the esteam of the Unite! 
States for Turkey. 
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FANATICISM INSEGY PT. - FRENCH NATIONAL FETE. 


FRENCH VIEWS OF SIRE, GREY'S} CELEBRATION AT ALEXANDRIA. 
STATEMENT. Sass 


SYMPATHY WITH ENGLAND. 


The statement made in the House of Com- 
mons by Sir Edward Grey on native unrest in 
Egypt has aroused great interest in Franoe, 
and sympathy with England is generally felt 
in the most influential circles, as difficalties 
with which Britain has to contend in this 
coontry are fally anderstood and appreciated. 
As the ‘Standard’s” Paris correspondent 
aptly remarks, time was when Frenchmen 
might have been inclined to rejoice in Eog- 
land's difficulties, to ba sarcastic over the 
rosalt of twenty odd yeare of British admini- 
atration ; bat those days have gone by, and, 
besides, it is well, though not genorally, 
known that France in the north-western por- 
tion of the Atrican continent is face to face 
with the same mysteriously moving danger. 
‘The movement which is turning the peaceful, 
laborious fallahaen into fanaticaripe for mischief 
is not confined to Bgypt; it is not merely 
racial in origin,it is a religious upheaval felt all 
across Northern Africa, and likely to be more 
violent among the warlike tribes ot the French 
Sudan than among the unmartial peasants of 
tha Nile. 

“I have (the correspondent adds) beard 
many strange tales about its inception and 
its development, and partioularly about the 
seoret support given to it by a Christian Power. 
Ido not wish to pass for s mischief maker 
between England and Germany, bat at the 
risk of so doing I must say that it is the 
latter power against whom the accusation is 
brought of fostering a Pan-Islamic movement. 
As indispatable evidence, the action of her 
diplomacy at Constantinop's, her intrigaes 
in Syria and Agia Minor, and especially 
the interfarence of the Emperor in person 
in favour of the Sultan of Morocco are 
mentioned. Bot it is further stated tbat her 
agents in Moroces,. in Algeris, in Tripoli 
snd in Egypt are so directly implicated that 
they are actually engaged in helping the spread 
of an anti-Christian agitation. An official in the 
German Legation at Cairo is especially men- 
tioned a3 being a particularly active occalt 
director of the movement. 

“Whether those latter statements be troe or 
not I cannot aay, bot have heard them from 
mga whose word is not to be taken lightly. It is 
certain, however, that Germany has encouraged 
‘Tarksy against the Powors, and has embolden- 
ed Morocco to flaunt France ; by so doing, she 
has encooraged, if not kindled, a spirit of 
resistance in the Mohamedan mind to all 
Christian authority. 

The French press, too, supports the firm 
attitode adopted by England in the matter 
of the Pan-Islamic movement. 

The “Figaro” says: —Tbe canse which the 
British are defending in Bgypt, whether in the 
interior or on the Turkish frontier is the cause 
of civilisation. ‘This cause is the more parti- 
calarly ours, inasmuch as we have so many 
Massulman subjects. The telegrams ssy Sir 
E. Grey's tone was grave. Eveats have proved, 
and will prove, that he does not exaggerate 
the eeriousness of the situation. It is not by 
chanoe that Tarkey has violated the Persian 
and Egyptian frontiers, and it is certainly not 
by chance that other incidents are occurring 
elsewhere. The visit of the Emperor William 
and the protection accorded by Germany to 
the Sultan of Morocco have everywhere axak- 
eved Massulman fanaticism, encouraged Pan 
Islamism and inspired barbarians with fresh 
hopes against civilisation. Bvery country 
mast take measares, as Great Britain has done 
in Bgypt, to prevent the spread of the move- 
ment, and each must be on its guard, 

M. Dombasle declares in the ‘Sitcle” that 
to show pity for the Egyptian assassins would 
lead adversaries of the Britishdomination to 
believe they had the sympathies of politicians in 
London—an illusion that woald be dangerous. 


“A PBLLOW-FBELING.” 

‘The Paris correspondent of the “Pall Mall 
Gazstte” writes:—An elcqrent silencs bay 
fallen upon the Press in respect of Bgypt, with 
ong or two excaptions, No one speaks of it. It 
is not difficalt to imagine what the comments 
would have been like a few yoats ago. Now 
there are two inflaences to restrain—one the 
Eatente, the others fellow-feeling engendered 
by the problem in Morocco. The Arab, os 
pecially of the nomadic tribes, iva very differ- 
ent man from the fellsheen who under normal 
conditions bas very little fighting staff in 
him. 

Moreover, stadents of British Colonial me- 
thods know that revolt has verg little chsnoe 
of success whilst a man of the calibre of Lord 
Cromer is at the head of affsirs ia Egypt, and 
the general direction of foreign policy ia the 
hands of Sir Edward Grey. The Press is gesor 
ally responsive to tho higher political neces 
sities of the Quai d’Oraay, Now, it is against 
the interests of the moment to stir up interna- 
tional strife; the Legislature, conceraed with 
placating advancad and Socialist opinion, is 
directly opposed. 

Egypt is 8 bornot’s nest for this reason : that, 
in examining the sitontion there you are almost 
bond to come to certain definite conclusions 
of a disqdidting natare. The revolt of the 
follaheen is but a symptom of a general sickvess 
that has spread across the whole of Northern 
Africa. The firat ontward manifestation was 
Algeciras. Briefly, the “agent provooateur” is 
abroad, and revolt, whether amongst the Araba 
or tho Egyptians, is to be traced tos certain 
Power, whose conversations at Constantinople 
have borne their expected frait. That, at least, 
is the view taken by serious observers here.
